Homestead entries for August are| 


almost three times as numerous as 
those of the previous August, at 1,- 
884 compared with 653, while filings 
for the first eight months of the cur- 


rent year are more than double those, 


of the similar period last year, being 


! 8,618 compared with 4,293, 
All previous records since pre-war | 


days were exceeded during the weck 
of August 9 to 15 in the number of 
homesteads filed on at the Edmon- 
ton Dominion Land Office, The total 
for the above period this year was 
114, while for the same period of last 
year only 35 such entries were taken 
up. Edmonton officials attribute the 
increase to several causes; the gen- 
eral improvement in conditions, the 
new regulations which permit a party 
who. has previously proved up a 
homestead to refile on Crown land, 
and to thd large number of settlers 
now realizing the opportunity to ob- 
tain land closer to transportation and 
social activities than formerly.
